Municipal Budgeting 

Financial plans have separate budgets for operations and capital investments. This ensures 
that municipalities do not finance their operational expenses by obtaining loans, but rather helps 
them to be financially viable. 

The municipality may revise an approved annual budget through an adjustment budget after the 
mid-year budget and performance report was tabled in council, but not later than 28 February of 
the current year. 

Operating Budget 

This part of the budget shows how much money is spent on running the administration and 
delivering the day-to-day services including the maintenance of existing assets and infrastruc- 
ture. It shows where this money comes from (sources of revenue). This income may be from 
rates and taxes, service charges and inter-governmental transfers. 

Capital Budget 

This part of the budget shows how much money local government is planning to invest in infra- 
structure or other capital assets. Municipalities have to know how much will be spent on this 
item each year, and where the money for this spending will come from. This part of the budget 
is called the capital budget because it is used for new physical development, or infrastructure 
investment. 

The MFMA requires municipalities to prepare balanced budgets. This means that they have to 
make reasonable estimates of income and match it to anticipated expenditure.

Our municipality remains the eco-tourism destination of choice and pride ourselves with the ag- 
ricultural growth as sign of economic indicators in our region. 

We presenting the adjustment budget after the state of the nation address the President made 
mention of the difficult economic climate.

Our ambition of achieving a growth target of 5% by 2019 is at risk, because of the slow global 
growth as well as domestic constraints in energy, skills, transport and logistics amongst others. 
Mister Speaker, we are celebrating 60 years anniversary of the adoption of the Freedom Char- 
ter, we are inspired by the significant inroads that we have made over the past 21 years of de- 
mocracy in our country. 

As we celebrating 21 years of freedom, we must recognise the tremendous strides we have 
made to better the lives of the community. 

• We have provided clean water to the community of Modimolle however much need to be 
done to provide Mabatlane with portable water without interruptions. 

• Most of our community has access to electricity, sanitations and provision of roads. 

• There are drastic decline in employment. 

• Promotion of local economic development is still our priorities 

While we celebrate it our mandate to create jobs and eradicate poverty. Nelson Mandela our 
icon correctly said that “Overcoming poverty is not a task of charity; it is an act of justice. 
Like slavery and Apartheid, poverty is not natural. It is man-made and it can be overcome 
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and eradicated by the actions of human beings. Sometimes it falls on a generation to be 
great. You can be that great generation. Let your greatness blossom.” 

Creation of employment can be through the capital projects that are funded by MIG (MUNICI- 
PAL INFRASTRUCTURE GRANT) but if we are not spending on the grant we can't put bread 
on the table for the have not. The issue of not spending was raised by the Premier of the Prov- 
ince Ntate Chupu Mathabatha during the state of the province address. Municipal Manager this 
is unacceptable we can't always discuss the roll over whereas community needs those services 
as they are in our IDP which is our vehicle to render services. 

Mister Speaker 

Corporate Services should come up with the human resource plan that will inform our organo- 
gram because this municipality is growing. We should adhere to bargaining council resolution 
that post should be filled as a when are vacancies. Critical post should be filled as a matter of 
urgency. 

Mister Speaker, our responsibility as municipality is to look after environment, hence we need to 
do daily collections of refuse removal, cutting of grass and cleaning of streets. We need to deal 
with this issue as they are the core functions of service delivery. Municipal building is our assets 
and we need to maintain them and be renovated. 

Traffic Service should be visible as there are motorist who breaks the laws. Law enforcement 
should be adhered to in the whole Modimolle. 

Local economic development is one of our key priorities of government and as municipality we 
should promote the small businesses. We acknowledge that there is tension between foreign 
nationals and our community. We will by all means promote the SMME’s 

Public officers bearers, is our responsibility during Public Participation programme to encourage 
the community to pay their rates and taxes. While we are having revenues enhancement strate- 
gy, we should adhere to those key points of coming up with incentives and cutting and closing. 
We should also cut off on the expenditure by putting austeric measures in place. 

We have the responsibility as council to oversee the work of administration and to be accounta- 
ble to our constituency. We need councillors to serve their wards and inform them about any 
projects and challenges that we are facing as a municipality. 

Speaker we have appointed the Municipal Manager and is a period of a year that he has been in 
the office. We need Municipal Manager to thoroughly monitor the projects and speedily unblock 
the projects like Lillian Ngoyi and Limpopo Bridge. We need committed Labour force which will 
help to achieve our mandate enshrined in our constitution. 
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Provision of water is still a challenge in our Municipality, currently our reservoirs run dry cause of 
the pipe burst in Donkerpoort Dam and Maintenance at Klipdrift Plant from Magalies water. We 
urge management to deal with issues that the community are raising of brown water. We can’t 
accept as Municipality to allow illegal connection of water and electricity by some within the 
community. We will affect the Bylaws and heavy fines. 

There is an outcry by community and political party (DA) Democratic Alliance about the Waste 
Water Treatment Works. We have been in media houses through Waste Water Treatment 
Works and we can pronounce that the contactor is on side. 

Mister Speaker Back to Basic is a programme of change whereby clear settings of benchmarks 
of performance in our effort to ensure that the municipality perform its own constitutional obliga- 
tion.

Our aim is to ensure that we perform these basic functions without improvise hence we adjusted 
the budget to cover the programme. Our paradigm shift should over the following:

Overview of the 2014/15 budget 

Mister Speaker allow me to summarize the key features on the Adjustment budget of 2014/15 
The total operating revenue was increased with R3.3 million for the 2014/15 financial year. The 
increase to operating revenue is due to the following:

The budgeted allocation for employee related costs for the 2014/15 original budget totals 
R101.8 million and increased to R108 million in the adjustment budget. This equals 35 per- 
cent of the total operating expenditure. The increase to employee related costs is due to an 
R 2 million increases to post-retirement benefit obligation and R 4.2 million increases due 
to the settlement reached between the municipality and employees. 

For 2014/15 adjustment budget an increase of R23.6 million, amounting to R57.3 million 
has been appropriated for the development of infrastructure which represents 88 percent of 
the total capital budget. In the outer years this amount totals R29.9 million, 100 percent 
and R24.7 million, 89 percent respectively for each of the financial years. 

Total new assets represent 15 percent or R9.9 million of the total capital budget while asset re- 
newal equates to 85 percent or R55 million.

In line with the formats prescribed by the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations, capital 
transfers and contributions are excluded from the operating statement, as inclusion of these rev- 
enue sources would distort the calculation of the operating surplus/deficit. 

Revenue generated from rates and services charges forms a significant percentage of the reve- 
nue basket for the Municipality. Rates and service charge revenues comprise more than 60% of 
the total revenue mix. In the 2014/15 adjustment budget, revenue from rates and services 
charges totalled R171.2 million or 67 percent. This increases to R187.1 million and R196.9 mil- 
lion in the respective financial years of the MTREF. The above table includes revenue foregone 
arising from discounts and rebates associated with the tariff policies of the Municipality. Details 
in this regard are contained in Table 17 MBRR SA1 (see page 39). 

Operating grants and transfers totals R64 million in the 2014/15 adjustment budget and steadily 
decreases to R59 million by 2016/17. The following table gives a breakdown of the various op- 
erating grants and subsidies allocated to the municipality over the medium term as gazetted in 
the Division of Revenue Act:

The budgeted allocation for employee related costs for the 2014/15 original budget totals 
R101.8 million and increased to R108 million in the adjustment budget. This equals 35 per- 
cent of the total operating expenditure. The increase to employee related costs is due to an 
R 2 million increase to post-retirement benefit oblication and R 4.2 million increase due to 
the settlement reached between the municipality and employees. 

The cost associated with the remuneration of councillors is determined by the Minister of 
Co-operative Governance and Traditional Affairs in accordance with the Remuneration of 
Public Office Bearers Act, 1998 (Act 20 of 1998). 

Provision for depreciation and asset impairment has been informed by the Municipality’s 
Asset Management Policy. Depreciation is widely considered a proxy for the measurement 
of the rate asset consumption. Budget appropriations in this regard total R30.6 million for 
the 2014/15 financial and equates to 10 percent of the total operating expenditure. Note 
that the implementation of GRAP 17 accounting standard has meant bringing a range of 
assets previously not included in the assets register onto the register. This has resulted in 
a significant increase in depreciation relative to previous years. 

Finance charges consist of the repayment of interest on long-term borrowing (cost of capi- 
tal), employee related provisions and Rebilitation of Landfill Site Provision. Finance charg- 
es make up 1.1 percent of operating expenditure excluding annual redemption for 2014/15. 

Bulk purchases are directly informed by the purchase of electricity from Eskom and water 
from Magalies Water. A R 0.5 million adjustment have been made to bulk purchases. 
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3. OPERATING SURPLUS/DEFICIT 


The Operating budget shows a deficit of R50 655 000,00 as per Table Blafter cash and 
non-cash items was taken into account. 

The municipality have a surplus of R4 939 000,00 if the non- cash items is taken out of the 
calculation. 

With the implementation of GRAP 17, Property, Plant and Equipment, the municipality had 
to provide for a larger amount for depreciation. Depreciation has to be phased into the 
tariff structure so that the renewal of infrastructure assets can be done. 

The municipality acknowledges that the full impact of providing for depreciation can’t be 
achieved in one financial year. To lift the burden of the community, depreciation will be 
phased in the tariff structure over a period.

For 2014/15 adjustment budget increase with R23.6 million, an amount of R57.3 million has 
been appropriated for the development of infrastructure which represents 88 percent of the 
total capital budget. In the outer years this amount totals R29.9 million, 100 percent and 
R24.7 million, 89 percent respectively for each of the financial years. 

Total new assets represent 15 percent or R9.9 million of the total capital budget while asset 
renewal equates to 85 percent or R55 million. Further detail relating to asset classes and 
proposed capital expenditure is contained in Table 15 MBRR B9 (Asset Management) on 
page 35. In addition to the MBRR Table B9, MBRR Tables SB18 (a), (b), (c) provides a 
detailed breakdown of the capital programme relating to new asset construction, capital 
asset renewal as well as operational repairs and maintenance by asset class (refer to pag- 
es 56, 57 and 58). 
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4. ADJUSTMENT BUDGET TABLES 

The information in the following Tables B1 to BIO constitutes the Municipalities adjustment 
budget for the 2014/15 financial year and indicative allocations for the 2015/16 and 2016/17 
financial years in terms of section 21 of the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations. 

The Municipality does not have any entities through which it provides municipal services. 
Instead, services are provided internally through departments. The key departments are Tech- 
nical and Social Services. In instances where internal capability is limited, services are provided 
through external services providers. In such instances, Service Level Agreements are entered 
into with the service providers.

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Explanatory notes to MBRR Table B1 - Adjustment Budget Summary 

1. Table B1 is adjustment budget summary and provides a concise overview of the Municipal- 
ities adjustment budget from all of the major financial perspectives (operating, capital ex- 
penditure, financial position, cash flow, and MFMA funding compliance). 

2. The table provides an overview of the amounts approved by Council for operating perfor- 
mance, resources deployed to capital expenditure, financial position, cash and funding 
compliance, as well as the municipality’s commitment to eliminating basic service delivery 
backlogs. 

3. Financial management reforms emphasises the importance of the municipal budget being 
funded. This requires the simultaneous assessment of the Financial Performance, Finan- 
cial Position and Cash Flow Budgets, along with the Capital Budget. The Budget Summary 
provides the key information in this regard: 

a. The operating surplus/deficit (after Total Expenditure) is negative over the MTREF 

b. Capital expenditure is balanced by capital funding sources, of which: 

i. Transfers recognised is reflected on the Financial Performance Budget; 

ii. Borrowing is incorporated in the net cash from financing on the Cash Flow Budget 

iii. Internally generated funds are financed from accumulated cash-backed surpluses 
from previous years. The amount is incorporated in the Net cash from investing on 
the Cash Flow Budget. The fact that the municipality’s cash flow remains positive, 
and is improving indicates that the necessary cash resources are available to fund 
the Capital Budget. 

4. The Cash backing/surplus reconciliation shows that in previous financial years the munici- 
pality was not paying much attention to managing this aspect of its finances, and conse- 
quently many of its obligations are not cash-backed. These places the municipality in a 
very vulnerable financial position, as the recent slow-down in revenue collections highlight- 
ed. Consequently Council has taken a deliberate decision to ensure adequate cash- 
backing for all material obligations. This cannot be achieved in one financial year. But 
over the MTREF there is progressive improvement in the level of cash-backing of obliga- 
tions. 

5. Even though the Council is placing great emphasis on securing the financial sustainability 
of the municipality, this is not being done at the expense of services to the poor. The sec- 
tion of Free Services shows that the amount spent on Free Basic Services and the revenue 
cost of free services provided by the municipality continues to increase. In addition, the 
municipality continues to make progress in addressing service delivery backlogs.

Explanatory notes to MBRR Table B2 -Adjustment Budgeted Financial Performance 

(revenue and expenditure by standard classification) 

1. Table B2 is a view of the budgeted financial performance in relation to revenue and 
expenditure per standard classification. The modified GFS standard classification divides 
the municipal services into 15 functional areas. Municipal revenue, operating expenditure 
and capital expenditure are then classified in terms if each of these functional areas which 
enables the National Treasury to compile “whole of government” reports. 

2. Note the Total Revenue on this table includes capital revenues (Transfers recognised - 
capital) and so does not balance to the operating revenue shown on Table B4. 

3. Note that as a general principle the revenues for the Trading Services should exceed their 
expenditures. The table highlights that this is the case for Budget and Treasury, Water and 
Waste water functions. 

4. Other functions that show a deficit between revenue and expenditure are being financed 
from rates revenues and other revenue sources.

Explanatory notes to Table B5 - Adjustment Budgeted Capital Expenditure by vote, 

standard classification and funding source 

1. Table B5 is a breakdown of the capital programme in relation to capital expenditure by mu- 
nicipal vote (multi-year and single-year appropriations); capital expenditure by standard 
classification; and the funding sources necessary to fund the capital budget, including in- 
formation on capital transfers from national and provincial departments. 

2. The MFMA provides that a municipality may approve multi-year or single-year capital 
budget appropriations. In relation to multi-year appropriations, for 2014/15 adjustment 
budget R55.9 million has been allocated of the total R64.9 million capital budget, which 
represents 86 percent of the adjustment budget. 

3. Single-year capital expenditure has been appropriated at R8.9 million for the 2014/15 ad- 
justment budget and changes over the MTREF at levels of R1.9 million and R16 million re- 
spectively for the two outer years. 
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4. Unlike multi-year capital appropriations, single-year appropriations relate to expenditure 
that will be incurred in the specific budget year such as the procurement of vehicles and 
specialized tools and equipment. The budget appropriations for the two outer years are in- 
dicative allocations based on the departmental business plans as informed by the IDP and 
will be reviewed on an annual basis to assess the relevance of the expenditure in relation 
to the strategic objectives and service delivery imperatives of the Municipality. For the pur- 
pose of funding assessment of the MTREF, these appropriations have been included but 
no commitments will be incurred against single-year appropriations for the two outer-years. 

5. The capital programme is funded from capital and provincial grants and transfers, borrow- 
ing and internally generated funds from current year surpluses. For 2014/15, adjustment 
budget capital transfers totals R59.2 million (91 percent) and decreases to R27.7 million by 
2016/17. Internally generated funding totalling R5.7 million for the 2014/15 adjustment 
budget.

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Explanatory notes to Table B6 - Adjustment Budgeted Financial Position 

1. Table B6 is consistent with international standards of good financial management 
practice, and improves understandability for councilors and management of the impact of 
the budget on the statement of financial position (balance sheet). 

2. This format of presenting the statement of financial position is aligned to GRAP 1, which is 
generally aligned to the international version which presents Assets less Liabilities as “ac- 
counting” Community Wealth. The order of items within each group illustrates items in or- 
der of liquidity; i.e. assets readily converted to cash, or liabilities immediately required to be 
met from cash, appear first. 

3. Table 12 is supported by an extensive table of notes (SB2 which can be found on page 41 
‘Table 18 MBRR Table SB2 - Supporting detail to 'Adjustment Budgeted Financial Position') 

providing a detailed analysis of the major components of a number of items, including: 

• Call investments deposits; 

• Consumer debtors; 

• Property, plant and equipment; 

• Trade and other payables; 

• Provisions non current; 

• Changes in net assets; and 

• Reserves 

4. The municipal equivalent of equity is Community Wealth/Equity. The justification is that 
ownership and the net assets of the municipality belong to the community. 

5. Any movement on the Budgeted Financial Performance or the Capital Budget will inevitably 
impact on the Budgeted Financial Position. As an example, the collection rate assumption 
will impact on the cash position of the municipality and subsequently inform the level of 
cash and cash equivalents at year end. Similarly, the collection rate assumption should in- 
form the budget appropriation for debt impairment which in turn would impact on the provi- 
sion for bad debt. These budget and planning assumptions form a critical link in determin- 
ing the applicability and relevance of the budget as well as the determination of ratios and 
financial indicators. In addition the funding compliance assessment is informed directly by 
forecasting the statement of financial position.

1. The budgeted cash flow statement is the first measurement in determining if the budget is 
funded. 

2. It shows the expected level of cash in-flow versus cash out-flow that is likely to result from 
the implementation of the budget. 

3. The 2014/15 MTREF has been informed by the planning principle of ensuring adequate 
cash reserves over the medium-term. 

4. Cash and cash equivalents totals R17.6 million as at the end of the 2014/15 financial year 
and escalates to R47 million by 2016/17. 

Explanatory notes to Table B8 - Adjustment Cash Backed Reserves/Accumulated Surplus 

Reconciliation 


1. The cash backed reserves/accumulated surplus reconciliation is aligned to the require- 
ments of MFMA Circular 42 - Funding a Municipal Budget. 

2. In essence the table evaluates the funding levels of the budget by firstly forecasting the 
cash and investments at year end and secondly reconciling the available funding to the lia- 
bilities/commitments that exist. 

3. The outcome of this exercise would either be a surplus or deficit. A deficit would indicate 
that the applications exceed the cash and investments available and would be indicative of 
non-compliance with the MFMA requirements that the municipality’s budget must be “fund- 
ed”. 

4. Non-compliance with section 18 of the MFMA is assumed because a shortfall would indi- 
rectly indicate that the annual budget is not appropriately funded. 

5. As part of the budgeting and planning guidelines that informed the compilation of the 
2014/15 MTREF the end objective of the medium-term framework was to ensure the 
budget is funded aligned to section 18 of the MFMA.

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Part 3 - SUPPORTING DOCUMENTS 

1. OVERVIEW OF THE ADJUSTMENT BUDGET PROCESS 


In undertaking its adjustment budget process, Modimolle Local Municipality was guided by the 
following key legislation and documents: 

• Municipal Finance Management Act; 

• Municipal Systems Act; 

• The National Spatial Development Framework; and 

• The Limpopo Provincial Government and Development Strategy. 

• National Treasury Circulars. 

The municipality is always conscious of the fact the IDP, Budget and other consultative processes 
have to be undertaken with credibility and honesty in order to ensure good governance and ac- 
countability. 


2. MEASURABLE PERFORMANCE OBJECTIVES AND INDICATORS 

The measurable performance indicators and objectives for revenue and expenditure (both capital and 
operating) are contained in the Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan (SDBIP) of the munici- 
pality and the Section 57 (Municipal Systems Act) managers. The SDBIP has been designed such that it 
gives effect to the implementation of the budget, with quarterly performance targets. The SDBIP will be 
submitted to the Mayor after the adjustment budget has been approved. The timeframes as contained in 
Section 53(1) (c) of the MFMA will be complied with. 

3. OVERVIEW OF BUDGET RELATED POLICIES 

The municipality has come to the realisation that for the budget to be credible and balanced, it must be 
supported by policies that guide the revenue and expenditure estimates. Modimolle Local Municipality 
aims to deliver services that are affordable to its communities. To ensure this, the budget related policies 
have been reviewed, and other policies are in the process of review, to take the socio-economic realities 
of the communities into account. This reality, however, is balanced with the realisation that the munici- 
pality must be financially sustainable. 

4. OVERVIEW OF BUDGET ASSUMPTIONS 

In MFMA Circular 54, the National Treasury has cautioned municipalities to prepare budgets within the 
context of the economic crises that are felt everywhere in the globe. Some of the economic crises that 
will impact on the budget are slow growth in the local economy of the municipality, shrinking employment 
and declining income levels. These factors, in turn, will impact on the demand for and affordability of 
municipal services. The budget has to be responsive to the needs of the community but also structured 
in such a manner that it facilitates local economic development and job creation. Three factors are very 
important in this regard, namely; 

• The municipality must collect all revenue due from those households and members of the com- 
munity who can afford to pay for the municipal services they receive but refuse, or ignore, to do 
so; 
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• The municipality must exercise financial discipline avoid unnecessary, nice-to-have expenditure; 
and 

• The municipality must effectively utilise its assets, making the assets to sweat as reflected by the 
ratio of operating income to assets, particularly the income generating assets. This has been bal- 
anced with increased budget on repairs and maintenance to ensure that the infrastructure assets 
are maintained at higher levels.

5. OVERVIEW OF BUDGET FUNDING 

Section 18(1) of the MFMA requires the budget of a municipality to be funded from- 

(i) Realistically anticipated revenues to be collected; 

(ii) Cash-backed accumulated funds from previous years’ surpluses not committed for other 
purposes; and 

(iii) Borrowed funds, but only for the capital budget referred to in Section (17) (2) of the MFMA. 

This budget has been prepared taking into cognizance the requirements of the above mentioned section. 
Revenue was estimated using a collection rate of 85% to billings. The capital budget is funded out of 
grants received form National Treasury and own income. The 2014 Division of Revenue Bill allocations 
to Modimolle Local Municipality are as follows for 2014/15 - 2016/17.

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These grants are explained below: 

• Equitable Share - The equitable share is an unconditional grant and is used for institutional ca- 

pacity and to support the indigents; 

• Local Government Financial Management Grant - This grant is a conditional grant and can only 

be used for capacity building and Internship Programme; 

• Special Contribution towards Councilor Grant - This grant forms part of the equitable share alloca- 

tions; 

• Municipal Infrastructure Grant (MIG) - This is a conditional grant for municipal infrastructure;and 

• Municipal System Improvement Grant (MSIG) - This is a conditional grant designed to improve 

systems within the municipality. 

EXPENDITURE ON ALLOCATIONS AND GRANT PROGRAMMES 


Provision was made in the 2014/15 budget for the following statutory and reserve fund contributions: 

• Leave Reserve R 1 200 000 

• Debt Impairment R 15 000 000 

Contributions in total amount to R16 200 000 and this represents 5.2% of total operating expenditure. 
The working capital reserve makes provision for non payment of services. 

6. ALLOCATIONS AND GRANTS MADE BY THE MUNICIPALITY 

The municipality does not make any grants or allocations to either individuals or organs of state. 

10. COUNCILLORS ALLOWANCES AND EMPLOYEE BENEFITS 

The municipality made provision for an increase of 6% to councillors and 7% to employee’s allowances 
and benefits.

11. MONTHLY TARGETS FOR REVENUE, EXPENDITURE AND CASH FLOW 

Monthly targets for revenue, expenditure and cash flow are attached as per supporting table 27.
